The state department note expressed 
neither pleasure nor displeasure over 
the British action but contained » 
direct contradiction to a statement 
made in the British note of February 
25 that a cruiser was being sent to 
Corinto, Nicaragua, because of ab- 
sence of American assurances of pro- 
tection for Tsritish interests. 

It also bears out [ntimations that 
official Washington is nut pleased at 
the attitude of the British ia sending 
a mon-war to Nicaragua although 
the move is not regarded as a viola 
tion ofthe spirit of the Monroe doe- 
frine,

BURNED TO ASHES 


One Aviator Leaps for 
Parachute of Descend- 
ing Flier and Falls to 
His Death on Field. 


Buenos Aires, February 26.—~ 
(United News.)—The planes Detroit 
and New York of the United States 
army Pan-American flight collided in 
midair here today, killing Captain 
Clinton F. Woolsey and Lieutenant 
John W. Benton, of the Detroit, and 
injuring Lieutenant E. C. Whitehead, 
of the New York. 

Mezjor H. A. Dargue, commander of 
the flight, eseaped uninjured, and 
Lieutenant Wiuitehead escaped death, 
both by leaping from their careening 
plane in parachutes, 

Crash at Flying Field. 

The four planes arrived safely and 
alighted in the harbor of Buenos Aires. 
After being officially welcomed the 
planes arose again and flew to Palo 
mar field, a flying field 10 miles away. 
It was while circling preparatory to 
come to earth that the crash oee 
curred, 1,000 feet above the field. — 

Woolsey and Benton were unable to 
use parachutes. Woolsey was burned 
to a crisp when he fell with the flam- 
ing Detroit. 

Benton made a cool and desperate

Versions Differ. 
All versions of the accident agreéd 
as to the height of the planes when 
the collision occurred. 
An Argentine aviator who witnessed 
the accident said the Detroit and New 
York smashed together just after the 
flying formation had broken up pre- 
paratory to alighting. According to 
this witness, the men aboard the De 
troit were not wearing parachutes. 
One of the Detroit men, he said, 
jumped from his plane in an effort 
to seize hold of the parachute which 
was bearing Dargue toward the 
ground, He missed. 

Flight To Continue.

SAN FRANCISCO PILOT 
DESCRIBES COLLISION. | 

Buenos Aires, February 26.—(4)— 
Captain Ira C. Eaker, of the San 
Francisco, who was in a position of 
advantage in the air, witnessed the 
collision of the Detroit and New 
Yor k. 

“We had just flown in close for- 
mation,” he said. 

“The four planes formed a_ dia- 
mond over the landing field at Pa- 
lomar, Major Dargue, piloting the 
New York at the head of the squad- 
ron, signaled to the others’ the 
breaking up of the, formation for the 
purpose of landing. 

“Captain Woolsey, in the Detroit, 
in No. 3 position, and the New York, 
No. 2, turned out simultaneously, 
Woolsey to the left. Dargue to the 


right. The New York continued as 
did the St. Louis, slightly higher and | ¢ 
to the rear. 

“The Detroit turned upward and | 
away from the New York several 
hundred feet; then turned back to the 
right, and went into a slight dive.

“At that instant Woolsey was above 
the New York, and probably did not 
see it. The Detroit started a gentle 
gliding turn slightly toward the New 
York's left wing; the ships telescoped 
and began to spin as one plane. 

“Very soon one parachute opened 
at an altitude of a thousand feet. A 
second ‘chute’ opened at about 500 
feet. Only two jumped in the para- 
chutes. Another body fell free just be- 
fore the planes struck the ground, 

“The collision occurred at about 
1.400 feet.

on some phase of the United States 
constitution, its makers, its importance 
or the part Georgia took in its forma- 
tion. The subjects may deal simply 
with the “constitution,” outlining its 
importance and analyzing its construc- 
tion and meaning or individuals who 
took prominent part in creating or con- 
tributing to the constitution or such 
subjects as “The South's Part in 
Making the Constitution.” 

It is pointed out that there is noth- 
ing complicated about the contest. 
Georgia high schools that are paid-up 
members for 1927 in the State High 
School association are eligible to en- 
ter their students: each contestant 
must not hare reached the 19th birth- 
day by February 1, 1927; as many 
pupils as desire may enter from any 
school, each school holding its own 
elimination contest; the winner in 
each school contest will then enter 
the district contest, the school dis- 
tricts occupying the same territory as 
the congressional district; the winner 
in the district contest will compete 
in the state contest to be held in At- 
Janta; the state winner will enter the 
zone contest to be held in Birmingham 
on May 6, with final national meeting 
in W ashington on May 20. 

The Constitution offers $15 in gold 
to each winner in the 12 districts; 
$100 in gold to the state winner anc 
$10 each to the winner in second and 
third place in the state contest. 

The grand prize in the United 
States will be a summer European 
tour for seven zone winners and the 
national winner, with all expenses 
paid, Randolph Leigh, of Washington, 
organizer and director general of the 
contests throughout the United States, 
announces, 

“When a subject for an oration 
has been selected by a student,” con- 
tinued JDr. Stewart, “no time should 
be lost in ‘outlining’ the speech, that 
is, a historical setting should be given, 
then work up to the meat of the sub- 
ject and include in it present-day 
applications. It should be remember- 
ed that all speeches must not be over 
10 minutes’ long and in the final con- 
test the gavel will fall at the end of 
10 minutes’ speaking, therefore 
speeches should not be over 9 1-2 min- 
utes long. 

“Length of speeches may be deter- 
mined by the speed of the speaker. 
The winning speech last year contain- 
ed 1,108 words, while that of Joseph 
Mullarky, Georgia winner in the Unit- 
ed States zone contests, contained 
1.400 words. I should” say 1,200 
words would be a happy medium. 

“Students should also remember that 
zone and final contests will be held in 
halis seating something like 3,000 per- 
sons and speeches must be delivered 
that will ‘earry’ well in large build- 
ings.” 

In order that Georgia high school 
students contemplating entering the 
contest may get the benefit of reading 
a wining speech, the oration of a Geor- 
gian, Joseph A. Mullarky, of Augusta. 
who in 1926 was the state winner and 
the southern zone winner, the awards 
being $15 for the district, $100 for the 
state and a six weeks’ trip to Europe, 
is herewith printed. His subject was 
the “Constitution.”

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Interference of Many Varieties--- 
Is your Set To Blame??? 


BY M. 0. MOSTELLER

By the way hot many radig listen- 

ers are really familiar with the mean- 
ing of the word “static?’ The term 
really means “‘static electricity.” In 
truth the static electrical deposits on 
the antenna cause but a small portion 
of the interference we are forever 
complaining about. ‘The larger por- 
tion of this so-called static is the 
product of man’s own creation. It is 
a known fact that there are thousands 


aml thousands of electrical devices and | 


equipment in industrial and domestic 
use today. These devices under cer- 
tain conditions become tranmitters of 
electrical waves, and these waves are 
the causes of a large degree of inter- 
ference. If located this can often be 
completely eliminated, while the static 
discharges of nature so far cannot be. 
Let me give you a list of only a few 
of the devices that can be in your 
neighborhood. First comes the power 
circuits carrying high voltage. Leaky 
insulators, lighting arresters, gener- 
ators and motors, and transformers. 

Second comes some of the industrial 
devices, street cars. factory and store 
motors, telephone and telegraph lines, 
telephone ringers, barber shops and 
beauty parlor equipment, electric sign 
flashers and motors driving flashing 
signs. 

Third comes the domestic of which

bells, flat irons, light switches, se ing 


machines and vacuum cleaners, violet 
ray outfits, X-ray machines, storage 
battery chargers, elevators, annuncia- 
tor system, automatic thermostats in 


heating pads, and even passing auto- 
mobiles, Of course there are excep- 
tions to every rule and a few to these 
tvpes of interference that can not be 


eliminated even though it be perfect | 
installation and perfect in operation. | 
But most of it can be traced out and | 


greatly helped at least. If the power 
lines are direct current the noise cin 
usually be stopped by inserting large 
choke coils in series with the circuit 
leading to the different devices. But 
now ‘there is but very little direct cur- 
rent used here and it is in office build- 
ings in the heart of town. On the 
alternating current lines large con- 
densers shunted directly across the 
terminal. will overcome the electrical 
“static” currents produc -d. 

Now look around your neighbor- 
hood, see how many causes you can 
find. See how many tree limbs are 
touching power lines, how many elec- 
tric refrigerators are near. Look into 
your percolator, iron, and other house- 
hold appliances and see if you have 
a bad contact in the plug or a wire 
probably in bad shape. With just a 
bit o° cooperati 1 from friends you 
can realize a greater joy and pleasure 
from your radio set, be it one tube or 
a supernetrodyne.

NEW RADIO BILL 
10 CLEAR UP ALR 
HOOVER DECLARES} 


Work Will Require Some 
Months, However, in 
Opinion of Secretary of | 
Commerce. 


(By Leased Wire ta The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) : 
Washington, February 26.—Enacet- | 
ment of radio legislation will make it | 
possible to clear up eventually “the | 
chaos of interference and howls in 
radio reception,” according to a state- | 
ment issued by Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover. , 

“The new commission, which is to 
determine who shall have licenses to 
broadeast, at what times and with 
what power, will no doubt: require 
some montbs to make re-arrangements 
of broadcasting stations which will 
be necessary,” said Mr. Hoover. “It 
will require some patience on the part 
of listeners while the commission 
works out the problem. 

“There are today 733 broadcasting 
for public entertainment and informa- 
tion and there are a total of 18,119 
radio sending stations of all sorts. 

Fundamental Change. 

“This new act makes a fundamental 
change in the whole radio system. 
Every license for radio transmission 
now outstanding is automatically 
terminated. This applies to the whole 
18,119 stations, broadcasting, amateur, 
transoceanic and all others. Ne new 
licenses can be issued and no action 
can be taken upon applications now 
— until the commission is } 
ormed. a 

“Owners of licensed stations may ~ 
under the law continue to operate them © 


for a period of 60 days without ineur- ~ 


ring the penalties provided in the act ' 
for unlicensed operation, Every sta- ° 
tion owner who 
after the 60-day period must apply to 
the commission for new licenses, and 
should do so within the 60 days. 
“Applications for station licenses 
are to be filed with the secretary of 
commerce as heretofore, although they 
can be acted upon only by the commis- 


sion, 
All Licenses Terminated. : 

“Operators’ licenses, as distinct from 4 
station licenses, remain under the con- 
trol of the department of commerce 
but all such licenses now outstanding 
are terminated by the new law and 
new licenses must be obtained. 

“The department will, however, is- 
sue operators’ licenses under the new 
law to all persons who are now 
licensed.”

tional economic research bureau, who 
were appointed to carry out the sur- 
vey which congress authorized several 
years ago. 

The Yazoo report was made by C, 
A. Bissell, a reclamation service ea- 
gineer, and also was in compliance 
with an act of congress. 

South to Welcome Aid. 

The six-states report held that 
“every sign indicates that the south 
is reudy to welcome” and take ad- 
vantage of the right kind of reclama- 
tion’ colonization and recommended 
that experimental 
colonies should be established as an 
initial step in the reclamation under- 
taking. The report made no sugges- 
tion as to aa appropriation by con- 
gress for the work.

Cumming, Ga., February 26.—(Spe- 
cial.) —That there may be further ar- 
rests here in the case of J. B. Dens- 
more, 60, who it is charged died as 
result of having been poisoned by his 
wife and a neighbor, James Hall, 65, 
as accomplice, was forecast today 
when Densmore’s widow, from. her 
sick bed, denied any complicity. in the 
alleged crime, but stated she could 
name the guilty party, “who is now 
free.” 

This statement was taken to mean 
that sensational developments in the 
case are expected and more arrests 
may be made, but at the instance of 
the two suspects. 

Hearing Next Saturday. 

The date for the commitment trial 
of Mrs, Densmore and Hall was set 
today for next Saturday, March 5, at 
Marietta, before Judge John 8S. Wood. 

Hall and Mrs. Densmore, who is 33 
years old, were indicted by the 
Forsyth county grand jury and 
charged with having caused the death 
of Densmore by feeding him poison 
bread. Hall was arrested and placed 
in jail, but Mrs. Densmore was 
unable to be removed from her moth- 
ers home where she has lived since 
the death of her husband and is in a 
semi-paralytic condition, physicians 


February 26.—(United 
News)—Shanghai slept securely to- 
night behind outposts of British 
troops, barbed wire and eight-foot 
picket fences while the defending 
armies of Sun Chuan-Fang and Chutig 
Chang-Chang dug trenches 30 miles 
to the south, preparatory to making a 
standing against the -Cantonese na- 
tionalists. 

The Chinese defenders of Shanghai 
still hold Sungkiang. That city, 30 
miles from here, has come to be re- 
garded as the gate to Shanghai. If 
the Cantonese succeed in occupying 
and holding it, it is’ believed that 
nothing could prevent them from 
reaching Shanghai. 

Surround Foreign Settlement. 

British, soldiers, members of the 
Shanghai defense force, surrounded 
the foreign settlements on the west 
and north tonight. Bridges and roads 
between the Chinese city and the ‘set- 
tlements had been blocked. In hastily 
constructed shelters, the British 
awaited whatever might come—sel- 
diers, mobs or a combination of both. 

They ‘were occupied until after 
dark setting up machine guns behind 
sand bag barricades and in stringing 
additional miles of barbed wire de- 
fenses. : 

These war like preparations left the 
city unperturbed. The presence here 
of 15,000 foreign soldiers, plus the 
volunteer defense corps and warships 
of the powers, created a feeling of se- 
curity.

At a recent meeting of the state 
board of entomology, after hear- 
ing a delegation from the Georgia 
peach belt plead for relief from the 
chaotic and unsatisfactory condi- 
tions as to production, packing and 
distribution, the following resolu- 
tions were passed:

“Whereas notice has been brought 


io the state board of entomology that | 


Jarce areas of fruit trees have been 
and are being neglected, becoming 
breeders of disease and insects which 
are placing a financial burden upon 
the growers who are trying to main- 
tain this basic Georgia industry, and 
which if allowed continue un- 
checked will eventually destroy the in- 
dustry. 

“It i¢ the sense of the board that 
the laws of Georgia regarding the ban- 
dling of these matters should be en- 
forced in all cases where other meas- 
ures fail, and menaces of the fruit 
industry removed. 

“Also that the board go on record 
in favor of a standafdiztion law re- 
garding the grading and packing and 
quality of fruit similar to those laws 
which are successfully effective in 
other leading fruit producing states.”

These are matters of such vital 
importance to the peach growers 
specifically, and to every citizen of 
Georgia generally, that they should 
be closely studied by every member 
of the legislature. 

When the assembly meets no 
time should be lost in putting 
through a constructive act that will 
be more than a gesture, and. more 
than a mere sweetened-water cure 
for a real ill.

At best such an amendment, if 
intended for anything more than a 
gesture, would have to be coupled 
with another amendment restrict- 
ing the mill maximum that can be 
assessed for all purposes in counties.

Certainly a farmer who is pro- 
gressive enough to operate such a 
program successfully will also -be 
progressive enough to raise grain 
and hay in sufficiency for all the de- 
mands of the year. 


The idea of a. week of concen- 
trated thought along this line, with 
all civic and trade groups cooperat- 
ing, Ought to lead also to enlarged 
marketing facilities. The farmer is 
a specialist. It is his obligation to 
produce, and to produce profitably 
by getting the best possible re- 
sults from an acre, whether of cot- 
ton, or corn or any commodity. 
Marketing is a business man’s obli- 
gation. There should be a close 
cooperation, but the business men 
of every community, including bank- 
ers, merchants, manufacturers and 
professional men, should take the 
initiative in making wider market- 
ing opportunities, and in creating 
new uses and new markets. 

With such coordination and co- 
operation every farm community 
can be made not only prosperous 
but inviting.

What Has Been Said:and Done About the 
Third Term Question. : 


It was printed in this column some 
months ago that certain men in con- 
gress were feeling an urge to reintro- 


duce and readopt 
the Springer anti- 
third term resolu- 
that was 
adopted by fthe 
house of the 44th 
congress fifty years 
ago. The house at 
that time was com- 
ywsed of 181 demo- 
rats, 107 republie- 
ans and three inde- 
pendents. The sen- 
ate had 6 republic- 
ans and 29 demo- 
crats, 


General Grant 
was serving the last 


half of his second administration and 
there were threats by his partisans 
that they would renominate him for 
a third term. The New York Herald 
inaugurated a rampant campaign in 
its columns against “Caesarism” and 
the cry against that alleged policy of 
the republican party was taken up 
vigorously throughout the country. 
Some ill-advised persons started a 
weekly paper in New York called 
“The Imperialist,” in which it was 
adyocated that no limit should be put 
upon the number of terms that one 
man might occupy the presidential 
office. 

Few political subjects following the 
war between the states have excited 
so much and so lively discussion as did 
that third term proposal. The demo- 
crats, of course, opposed it with 
unanimity. In fact, by adopting the 
liberal republican platform in 1872 
they had definitely committed the 
democratic party to the doctrine that 
“no president shall be a candidate for 
reelection.” 

* * «& 
The Springer Resolution. 

Consequently, when the democratic 
house had been organized in December, 
1875, Hon. William M. Springer. ac- 
knowledged floor leader, introduced the 
following resolution: 

“Resolved, That, in the opinion of 
this house, the precedent established 
by Washington and other presidents 
of the United States, in retiring from 
the presidential office, after their sec- 
ond term, has become, by universal 
concurrence, a part of our republican 
system of government, and that any 
departure from this time-honored cus- 
tom would be unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught with peril to our free institu- 
tions.” 

When the resolution came to a vote 
it was adopted by 234 yeas to 18 nays, 
with 37 members not voting. As the 
democrats were only 181 it is evident 
that more than fifty of the 107 re 
publicans voted for the resolution. 

The effect of the resolution was 
far-reaching. The sentiment of it was 
echoed throughout the country and 
indorsed by public men and newspa- 
pers of both parties. The principle 
involved was accepted as patriotic and 
national, and not partisan. 

The result was the quick evapora- 
tion of the “third term for Grant” talk 


and the opening of the field to all 
other republican favorites for the 
presidential succession, — 

Booms for Blaine, Morton, ‘Bristow, 
Hayes and Hartranft began to grow, 
so that when the convention of 1876 
met in June in Cincinnati they were 
the contenders. Blaine started lack- 
ing only 93 votes of enough to nomi- 
nate him, but on the seventh ballot 
Hayes got five more than enough and 
became the nominee of the party.

The Re-Eligibility Issue. 

Over the questions of whether a 
president should have more than one 
term and especially whether he should 
be eligible to a third term, successive 
or intermittent, there has been much 
academic discussion and several pro- 
nounced political declarations.

That con- 
vention said, “it is imperatively re- 
quired that no president shall .be a 
candidate for reelection.” The demo- 
crats of that year adopted the eandi- 
dates and platform of those liberal re- 
publicans and thereby committed the 
democratic party for the time being to 
the one-term principle.

Democrats Speak Out. 

For no special reason apparent in 
the public situation the democrats in 
national convention in 1896, in Chi- 
cago, adopted the following plank in 
the platform. 

“We declare it to be the unwritten 
law of this republic, established by 
custom and usage of 100 years, and 
sanctioned by the examples of the 
greatest and wisest of those who 
founded and have maintained our gov- 
ernment, that no man should be elig- 
ible for a third term of the presiden- 
tial office.” 


That has since been accepted as ir- 


may be taken as the attitude of the 
party at large today in the presence 
of the proposition to give President 
Coolidge a third term nomination. 

All the talk and writing about an- 
other renomination of Coolidge not be- 
ing for a third term is unappealing 
and unconvincing to the common mind. 

The same stuff was urged on behalf 
of Roosevelt in 1908, but that red- 


blooded and clear-headed American 
could not be caught by it. He repudi- 
ated the contention that he had served 
“only one elective term’ and proceed- 
ed to do what Andy Jackson did in 
1832—he picked his own successor 
and practically compelled the nomina- 
tion of Taft. 

President Coolidge served one year 
and seven months of Harding’s term 


nnd is now serving his second and full | 
term, at the end of which he will have . 
been president five years and waves 
months. If he should be renominated 
and reelected, and serve until March, 
4, 1983, he would have been president | 
nine years and seven months—one 
year and seven months and two days: 
longer than Washington or any other | 
president has ever occupied the office. | 

It is hardly to be believed that the 

people are ready to stand for that!

The Case of Washington. 

Writing this on the birthday of 
Washington one recalls that he reso- 
lutely refused to consider any sugges- 
tion of a third term for himself. Jef- 
ferson, Madison and Monroe were 
equally opposed to third term proposi- 
tions and it is their examples that are 
held to have fixed the anti-third term 
policy in this republic. 

So wide and deep has been the ven- 
eration for the incidents of Washing- 
ton’s presidential career that in 1820, 
in the second election of James Mon- 
roe, with practically no opposition, one 
elector in the state of New Hamp- 
shire, finding that every vote in the 
electoral college would be for Monroe, 
switched his vote to John Quincy 
Adams, of Massachusetts. That elector 
had been appointed to vote for Mon- 
roe, but he determined that Monroe, 
nor any one else, with his consent, 
should share with Washington the 
honor of a unanimous election to the 
presidency !: 

No one, of course, has ever come 
near to that since and doubtless never 
will. At the same time there is a 
great sentiment against any man being 
president longer than Washington.

Welcome Is Impressive. 

A new congressman, when he comes 
to Washington, arrives in the most 
beautiful railroad station in America, 
one of the most beautiful buildings of 


any kind. He walks through the sta- 
tion and emerges in an impressive 
open space lying between the railroad 
station where he has arrived and the 
capitol where he is to function, If 
he has any imagination at all he stops 
long enough to take in the scene. 
Among his impressions he turns to 
look back at the beautiful facade of 
the station on which are a number of 
eloquent inScriptions. Among the 
legends he sees one about farming, 
and, if his district and his background 
include any degree of contact with 
rural experience, he -probably dwells 
on the following fascription chiseled 
on the white stone: 


“The farm—best home of the fam- 


ily—main source of national wealth— 
foundation of civilized society—the 
natural providence.” 

The new congressman, seeing that 
rascription on the front of Washing- 
ton’s Union station for the first time, 
is conscious of a thrill, believes the 
sentiment expresses truth. Thereafter, 
a hundred timés in his goings and com- 
ings, he passes through the station 
but never raises his eyes to see the 
inscription. By the time he has been 
here four or six years he has for- 
gotten the inscription exists. Con- 
sciousness of that forgetfulness about 
farming accounts for some of the 
votes that were cast for the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill. In the contrast 
betweea the poetic sentiments we all 
profess about farming and tle actual

lies part of the explanation of the 
passage of the McNary-Haugen bill 
Much of the support of the bill was 
a gesture of sentiment, perfectly hon- 
est sentiment. Everybody feels that 
farming ought to be the thing de- 
scribed in the iascription on the Wash- 
ington Union station; everybody 
thinks our law-making and our eco- 
nomic practices ought to pay tribute 
to this elevation of the farm. But 
everybody knows that in cold fact 
farming today is not treated as the 
most elevated occupation but almost 
as the least desirable. Our laws and 
our economic practices as they work 
out cause a constant stream of young 
men to pass from the farm to the 
cities; to cease to be workers of the 
soil aad to become carpenters, chauf- 
feurs, plasterers, clerks, every sort of 
what-not of city occupation. 


Much of the support of the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill was a kind of emo- 


tional acknowledgment: of what we 
feel we ought to do but know we have 
not done. 

Some of the leaders*of the McNary- 
Haugen movement and some who 
voted for it really believe the plan 
will work. But is probably accurate 
to say the majerity of those who sup- 
ported it either believe it will not 
work or are doubtful, or are in con- 
fusion as to what its results in actual 
practice will be. To a large extent 
it was emotion, the wish to make a 
half-ashamed. gesture of atonement, 
that caused some congressmen and 
senators to vote for the bill. 

Similarly, to a large extent, the de- 
mand for the bill was emotional. 
Farmers and farm leaders have felt 
that T’resident Coolidge, the adminis- 
tration, and republican leaders gen- 
erally, especially eastern states, are 
un-ympathetic to farming and over- 
sympathetic to other forms of business 
and industry. Iowa feels that Presi- 
dent Coolidge and his administration, 
as well as most administrations, defer 
to New York. They feel that once in 
a while, at least, he should give a 
glance of generosity and sympathy to 
the corn belt. 

The same sentiment that expressed 
itself in support of the MeNary- 
Haugen bill expressed itself in the 
repeated invitations to President Cool- 
idge that, instead of spending his 
summer vacations in eastern resorts 
like the Adirondacks and the New 
England coast. he should go to one of 


Some observers have said that 
oolidge could placate the middle 
west by so small a gesture of senti- 
ment as that.

Trammell Regrets. 
One of the most important develop- 
ments of the session now coming to 


an end has its being in a brief epi- 
sode consuming only a page and a 
half out of the more than five thou- 
sand pages of debate consumed so far. 


Just a year before the present ses- 
sion, in the months of January, 


February, March and April last year, 
the world court figured in almost 
every page of the Congressional Ric- 
ord. It was regarded as the most im- 
portant subject in that earlier ses- 
sion. It consumed hundreds of pages 
of debate; it was the occasion of the 
invoking of cloture in order to force 
a vote; and when the senate, in Feb- 
ruary last year, voted in favor of ad- 
herence with reservations, that action 
was regarded as an outstanding event 
in recent American history. 


A year passed. A senator, Tram- 
mell, of Florida, who had originally 


voted for American adherence to the 
court, regretted his action and intro- 
duced a resolution which, if adopted 
by the senate, would rescind the for- 
mer action adhering to the court. The 
resolution went automatically to the 
committee on foreign relations, of 
which Senator Borah is chairman— 
Senator Borah, of course, being one 
of those who most. strongly hope 
that America will never adhere to 
the court. 

On February 9, this year, Senator 
Trammell moved that the committee 
on foreign relations bring his resolu- 
tion to the floor of the senate. so 
that the senate could take the action 
Senator Trammell desired. Senator 
Borah opposed the resolution, and, in 
opposing it, said, in effect, that the 
possibility of America’s adherence to 
the world court has already been end- 
ed. or will be ended, by a process 
fully as effective as the senate’s de- 
cision of its action would be, and 
without calling ou the senate to re- 
verse itself. Senator Borah, out of 
the official knowledge of what is go- 
ing on abroad which he has. as chair- 
man of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, said, in effect, that: 

“The governments (of foreign na- 
tions) will not accept the reservations 
which were placed upon the protocol 
by the senate. Of course, if that were 
true, that would be the end of the 
matter . . . I am not authorized to 
state the exact situation. Indeed, I do 
not know that there is any exact sit- 
uation. But the indications are quite 
persuasive that Great Britain will not 
accept the reservation. This will 
terminate the whole question, I am 
glad to say.” 

Country Surprised. 

An outstanding aspect.of the ses- 
sion is its action—or rather inaction 
—on taxataion. Just before the pres- 
ent session began, during November, 
President Coolidge took the country 
by surprise by calling attention to 
the fact that the existing tax law 
is going to produce a surplus of some 
three hundred million dollars, This 
surplus, President Coolidge _ said, 
should be returned immediately to the 
taxpayers. His original suggestion 
was that the return should be made 
at once, that congress should pass 
the necessary legislation December 15, 
and that the rebate should be made 
to the taxpayers 6£ the year 1926 
and should be in the shape of a 10 
to 12 per cent rebate on the taxes 
of that year, to be deducted ‘from 
the final payment, which was due De-, 
cember 15. 

Instantly there was a chorus of ap- 
proval from the country. Secretary 


Mellon made a slight modification of 
the president's proposal. He said the 
time was too short, and it was other- 
wise impracticable, to give the rebate 
during the year 1926. His modifica- 
tion was that the rebate be deducterl 
from the taxes beng paid during the 
present year 1927. To this modifica- 
tion by Secretary Mellon President 
Coolidge agreed. 

But when congress assembled it 
quickly became apparent that the re- 
publican leads of congress were un- 
willing to act either on President 
Coolidge’s suggestion or on Secretary 
Mellon’s modification of it. One re- 
publican leaders of congress were un- 
other let it be known that the party 
organization was opposed to any ac- 
tion on taxation. Thereupon the dem- 
ocrats came forward with a preposal 
going further than Mr. Coolidge's. 

The democrats proposed that in 
view of the surplus there should be 
not merely a rebate on this years 
taxes, but a complete and formal! over- 
hauling of the tax laws and a reduc- 
tion in rates taking effect not only 
this year, but permanently. To this 
the republicans made the reply that 
it would be dangerous to niake a re- 


‘duction of the rates applying to fu- 


ture years, for the reason that in some 
future year the business of the coun- 
try might fall off, and in that event 
reduced rates might fail to bring in 
sufficient revenue. 

This was a reasonable answer to the 
democratic proposal, But to Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s original proposal there 
was hardly an answer whatever and 
no serious answer was attempted. In 
the end the democrats in the senate 
concluded to force the republicans to 
go on record in opposition to tax re- 
duction. By quick resourcefulne’s at 
the last moment the republicans put 
the democratic motion into the form 
of a resolution saying that whatever 
surplus exists after the payment of 
appropriations shall be applied to ean- 
cellation of the national debt.

The book is se- 
lected by an editorial board from origz- 
inal manuscripts submitted by leading 
writers and publishers. 

There are four benefits that have 
been suggested to the members: First, 
the board of editors reads the books; 
second, your copy of the special gui:d 
edition reaches you on the same day 
that it does the booksellers; third. 
the books are received by mail, post- 
age prepaid, just like subscribing to 
am magazine by the year; fourth, by 
the Literary guild you get 
your books for about one-half the 
price you would have to pay. 

The principle is just the same in 
subscribing for your magazines, or 
for concerts and lectures. The sub- 
scription of the Literary guild’s 12 
books issued throughout the year has 
been placed at $18, and the guild has 
announced that the books may range 
anywhere from $2 to $10. If there 
is a ready response from the book- 
loving public, we predict the idea 
will be a succéss, especially in smail 
towns and communities where there 
are no book stores, whereby the sub- 
seribers may have an opportunity to 
obtain recent books at about half the 
price. The books selected by the Liter- 
ary guild may be chosen from any 
publisher. 

This is a suggestion in the right di- 
rection and one which the reader, 
the writer, the publisher and the 
bookseller should find to be worth 
while collectively and individually. It 
will give the small town and far- 
from-the-railroad readers an oppor- 
tunity to always have a new book to 
read and it will soon bring to the 
reader the same interest that the 
monthly magazines with up-to-date 
stories of fiction continued from one 
month to the next and the R. F. D.

The vol- 
ume is dedicated “to the youwng Ameri- 
cans whose courage, fortitude, loyalty 
and devotion to duty made possible the 
achievements on the battle fields of 
France which shed luster on American 
arms and prepared a glorious place 
in history for the third division.”

In the opening chapter there’s a 
brief account of conditions in the 
Mexicana army preceding the entry of 
the United States in the world war, 
and a description of war-time train- 
ing camps in America and France.

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Now at last with the appearance of 
this popular edition of Wilson’s pa- 
pers and address—one that includes 
the literary as well as the political 
writings—-we are able to get a clear 
picture of the man and his ideas. We 
see him through the crystal-clear 
medium of his own prose style. And 
we find them dynamic, vital, im- 
mensely stimulating. We have some- 
thing definite on which to base our 
opinion, without the intermediation 
of self-appointed interpreters. 

This. selection, beginning with the 
first article writtew while he was a 
student at Princeton, and ending 
with his last public address, shows 
the gradual illumination of his ideals 
under the buffeting of experience.

To study these books is to get a lib- 
eral education in both the theory of 
American government and iis prac- 
tical application. People are apt to 
forget that before Mr. Wilson became 
a political figure, he was professor of 
jurisprudence in Princeton and a 
recognized authority on American his- 
tory. Twenty years of his life were 
devoted to the study and exposition 
of the ideals and principles of repre- 
sentative government. Only during 
the last 15 years did he essay to put 
those theories into practice. é 

To judge from the publishers’ state- 
ment, the occasion which has brought 
forth this inexpensive set is the cur- 
rent $50,000 prize essay contest which 
the Woodrow Wilson foundation of 
New York city is conducting on “What 
Woodrow Wilson Means to Me. 
This contest includes both sexes be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 25 and is 
for the best essay of 2,500 words 
written by one man and one woman. 
The publishers have brought out this 
set so that Wilson’s writings may be 
readily and inexpensively accessible. 

It is fortunate for all Americans 
interested in literature and politics 
that this set has been brought out.

Nevertheless 
and without malice aforethought lL 
thing it is unfortunate that shingles 
doesn't go completely around a victim 
now and then, preferably a _ victim 
who is in fair condition and has no 
more than a foot or so in the grave to 
start with. If this could happen with 
a reasonable frequency, say one case 
in every three or four, why, pretty 
soon we should hear the last of the 
old bogy yarn about the mortal con- 
sequences of being completely circled 
by the shingles, for while one sided 
shingles may render a frail victim 
spiritually moribund, there are un- 
doubtedly some souls so hardy’ as to 
survive being completely surrounded 
with ’em like a quick sale bungalow. 
Whether such survivors entered vaude- ; 
ville or took a contract to write testi- 
monials for a great tonic, we could 
depend upon them to spread the glad 
tidings and spoil the olf mytk. 

Old-fashioned itch, or scablies as it 
is properly termed, resembles rabies 
in only one important particular, and 
that is pronunciation, both words hav- 
ing three syllables, the accent on the 
first, the a long, the i short and the 
third syllable pronounced as ez with 
the e long. Unlike shingles, scabies 
rarely if ever fulfills the term of the 
legend. I have seen a few very he- 
nighted households and communities 
maintain their intimate little epidem- 
ics of scabies through a long hard 
winter and well on into the spring; [ 
have heard authentic reports of cases 
lasting over a year; but if anybody 
in our time has had the seven-year 
itch half as long as its fabulous term, 
not off and on, but on all the time—of 
course it is no feat at all to catch it 
anew any number of times in seven 
years—he must have disguised it suc- 
cessfully as “impure blood,” “buck- 
wheat pancakes,” “uric acid trouble,” 
or “poison given by an allopath.” 
The itch mite, or Acarus scabiei as 
the little guest is called if the fam- 
ily incofme exceeds $$$ a week, mas- 
querades under such aliases among 
our best families. 

To give the reader his money’s 
worth, herpes zoster or shingles is in- 
flammation of one or sometimes twv 
skin or cutaneous nerves or their 
ganglia on the posterior roots near 
the spinal cord. The inflammation of 
these nerves or ganglia is caused by 
a specific streptococcus infection in 
many cases, but sometimes chronic 
arsenic poisoning maz; manifest itself 
in an attack of shingles, and in not 


a few instances the cause seems t@ be 
focal infection or toxemia from the 


various forms of cri which hygieni- | 


cally uneducated folk insist on having 
in the spring and autumn seasons, 

Sca-bi-es, on the other hand, or on 
both hands as I had it, is caused by 
the itch mite above introduced. The 
female mite, as one might expect, is 
bigger and badder than the male; she 
runs from one-sixtieth to one-eighthieth 
of an inch in diameter when in fine 
fettle. This is large enough to be 
barely visible to th> naked eye on 
close scrutiny. She burrows under the 
skin, leaving a little trail or tunnel 
in Which she lays one or two eggs a 
day. She generally constructs a tun- 
nel one-quarter of an inch long in 
a month, sometimes carrying the con- 
struction to a distance of an inch or 
more if undisturbed. The eggs develop 
into larvae in a week or two. 

The tunnels or burrows made by the 
itch mite are visible as minute fur- 
rows in the skin, particularly between 
the fingers and vn the insides of the 
wrists qnd here and there where one 
doesn’t waste much time scrubbing 
with soap and water. Of course 
scratching and the irritation caused 
by various remedial applications ob- 
scures these characteristic marks, s9 
that sometimes it is difficult for even 
a physician to determine with cer- 
tainty at first glance whether a skin 
trouble is scabies, and not a few phy- 
sicians of long experience are incap- 
abl of recognizing even the plainest 
picture of scabies when they do see it. 

And now, ding it all, if 1 thank you 
(for heaven knows what reason) and 
call it a day without givrng the treat- 
ment for zoster and itch I’m simply 
storing up trouble for myself, because 
a lot of letters demanding information 
about treatment are sure to follow if 
I stop here. So let’s carry on for an- 
other paragraph or two and save use 
less expenditure of postage. 

Shingles, especially in persons of 
feeble or frail constitution, calls for 
systematic treatment and this is for 
the attending physician to handle. I 
can suggest only a few general rules, 
Endeavor to avoid breaking the little 


blisters. In the early stages gently sop | dentials. 


on calamine lotion or dust freely with 
boric acid powder and cover with a 
thick layer of soft cotton and band- 
age, Or if the eruption is not too ex- 
tensive, apply a coat of flexible (not 
ordinary) collodion. If the eruption 
extends over a wide surface use in- 
stead of collodion a jelly made of half 
an ounce of zinc oxid, half an ounce 
of gelatin, one ounce of glycerin and 
one and one-half ounces of water. 

Scabies requires systematic and 
thorough treatment with a remedy 
which will kill the parasites without 
too greatly injuring the skin. The best 
remedy is a freshly made 30 per cent 
sulphur ointment, and not any dinky 
homemade or proprietary salve. The 
technic of the treatment is far too 
complicated and: difficult to describe 
here. One must literally wallow in the 
ointment two or three nights. Any- 
way I doubt whether a layman could 
successfully employ this treatment 
without direction and supervision of a 
physician. I have had experience and 
so I know that sulphur is the sov- 
ereign specific for scabies in practice 
but it doesn’t seem to be so effective 
in print. 

Victims of shingles should consult 
the Book of Job for inspiration. Job 
had just some boils, maybe neglected 
itch and complications from self treat- 
ment, but whatever ailed Job he cer- 
tainly had no peer when it caine to 
describing him symptoms, For one 
thing we should give Job great credit 
—he didn’t call his corrupt breath

Is it usual for the members of 
the Methodist, Presbyterian or 
Congregational churches when at- 
tending service in the Episcopal 
church to take communion with 
the regular members of that 
church?

I understand that the Episcopal 
clergymen do not desire to give 
communion to those who have 
not been confirmed in_ their 
church. 

Conditions of membership in the 
Anglican church require that a cotn- 
municant shall have received the 
rite of confirmation before partaking 
of the Eucharist. But in practice the 
clergy of that church usually “open” 
the Lord's table to members of other 
churches desiring to worship there. 
If there are exceptions to this prac- 
tice | am not aware of them.

Why are politics and politicians 
so often disappointing in the ful- 
fillment of their promises, so 
given to rapid changes of front, so 
wanting in the steadfastness of 


sound principles? 
I do not think that the shifts and 


lace there is usually a firm adherence 
to certain fixed principles. These 
principles may be erroneous but they 
are held and also lived by men in 
every branch of public life. 

Moreover, human nature is an ever 
changing quantity, affording the poli- 
tician no such settled ground for his 
reckonings as other pursuits supply. 

The general tendency to excoriate 
politicians for their frequent changes 
of front is much abused and oft2n 
reflects the cowardice of the popular 
mind. As a rule onee public opinion 
knows what it wants, few politicians 
will dare resist if. 

Although John Stuart Mill insisted 
thaf men could achieve an exact poli- 
tical science, the human equation *n 
democracies prevents them from mak- 
ing anything more than an approxi- 
mate application of this theory. 

Yet when New England's represen- 
tatives in the national government 
were retained in office by their cor- 
stituencies for successive terms they 
enriched their experience and did first- 
class work. On the other hand, the 
politician who knows that he is 19 
more than a foam fleck on the passing 
wave of public sentiment is not ro 
likely to display constancy in his pub- 
lic career. 

Qf course there are politicians who 
trade upon this condition by flouting 
principles as an unmarketable com- 
modity in a fickle and mercurial state. 
Expediency is their god and compro- 
mise the essence of their creed. But 
they have seldom molded any tune 
which caught the passing fancy of the 
crowd. 

Lincoln was a politician and in a” 
lesser sense so was Grover Clevelani#. 
But both had that larger vision of 
politics which is conducive to states- 
manship. Hence they knew when ¢9 
take occasion by the hand, even in de- 
fiance of widespread opposition, and 
bring about those measures which in- 
sured the public welfare.

In fact, by the present action of 
the senate, the state of Lllinois has 
been denied half its representation for 
three months, There was no question 
about the regularity of Smith's cre- 
He had been appointed by 
the governor of the state according 
to the routine dictated by the laws 
of Illinois and conforming to the re 
quirements of the senate. The action 
of the senate in this case was, in 
short, something new under the con- 
stitution, a step in the direction of 
greater power to the senate, and less 
rights to the states, 

Distate Is Shown. 
Another action taken by the senate 
might be viewed in connection with 
the rejection of Smith, and the two 
combined might be looked upon as re- 
flecting a political trend. The reason 
for turning Smith back at the door of 
the senate was partly a broad distate 
for the use of money in polities, but 
primarily disapproval of public utility 
corporations making large gifts of 
money to the campaign fund of a man 
who at the time was a state official 
supposed to regulate those corpora- 
tions with respect to their rates, their 
capitalization, and their right to merge 
with other public utility corporations. 
Through the senate speeches against 
Smith ran two innuendos: One that 
as public utility commissioner of JIli- 
nois he must have been under an obli- 
gation to public utility corporations; 
the other that as a senator of the 
United States he would be under a 
similar obligation to the same corpora- 
tions. Somewhat analogous to this 
was the senate’s rejection of Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s appointee to fill a ya- 
cancy in the interstate commerce com- 
mission, Cyrus Woods, of Pennsy]- 
vania. In the senate hearings on the 
case it was developed that Mr. Woods. 
as a lawyer and as an investor, had 
had relations which might be inter- 
preted as giving him an identity of 
interest with railroads and coal com- 
panies, over the fortunes of which, as 
interstate commerce commissioner, he 
would sit in judgment, 
The Smith case was an utterly new 
precedent in the senate’s right to cen- 
sor its membership. The Woods case, 
while by no means unprecedented, was 
nevertheless an unusual and striking 
example of the senate’s censorship of 
appointments made by the president. 
The common thread running through 
the two was scrutiny over the rela- 
tions of large corporations to public 
officials, Out of the two one might 
have suspected a sign of the beginning 
of another political era similar to the 
movement against “big business” 
which 20 years ago was called “insur- 
gency” and eventuated in the forma- 
tion of Roosevelt's progressive party. 
But when one looks for signs of a 
budding political radicalism. one is de- 
terred by the spectacle of the vote, 71 
to 17, by which the senate passed the 
bill extending the life of the federal | 
reserve banks; giving them indetermi- 
nate charters, permitting them to have 
branches, and relaxing some existing 
restrictions on the way they may in- 
vest their deposits. If there were radi- 
calism, about one of the first places it 
would expressed itself would be 
against the federal reserve system and 
its banks. There was some such senti- 
ment five years ago. At that time the 
federal reserve board had just insisted 
on a fairly drastic post-war deflation. 
That had caused insistence in the pay- 
ing of indebtedness by borrowers from 
the banks, and had led to a lowering 
of the prices of many commodities. At 
that time it was said that in most of 
the south and west sentiment about 
the federal reserve system was an- 
tagonistic, It was a common predic- 
tion that when the banks should come 
to the end of their 20 years’ char- 
ters this sentiment would express it- 
self in drastic action. 
That congress this year ‘should ex- 
tend the charters and give new privi-| 
leges to the banks is distinctly a sign 
of conservatism more than balancing 
any apparent budding of radical polit- 
ical sentiment.

CLOSE IS FIRM 


Chicago, February 26.—(4)—The 
principal butter markets closed last 
week in a firm position but the week 
under review opened irregularly with 
the tone easy at Chicago »nd Phila- 
delphia and firm at New York and 
Boston. 

The balance between the supply and 
demand had a daily influence on the 
market since most dealers were anx- 
ious to keep their floor stocks at a 
minimum because both sellers and 
buyers lacked real confidence in the 
market at the comparatively high price 
level. Trading has lacked the snap 
necessary to maintain firm markets 
since buyers were restricting pur- 
chases to their current requirements. 

Medium and lower grades have been 
in light supply and closely cleared on 
all markets under a fair demand. 

The statistical position of the mar- 
kets continued firm and withdrawals 
‘during the first twenty-three days of 
February exceeded a like period in 
1926 by 652.565 pounds. 

Receipts the first half of the week 


ceeded receipts during the correspond- 
ing week last vear. Receipts during 
the first twenty-three days of Feb- 
ruary were 24.588 tubs short during 
the corresponding period a year ago. 
In spite of the comparatively firm 
statistical position, sentiment at this 
time of the year plays an important 
role and the majority of buyers will 
not purchase heavily. 

Production, according to reports 
from individual plants and on group 
producers continued to show increases 
over the preceding weeks but was not 
yet up to the “make” of the first two 
months last year. 

The weather in a large part of the 
producing area has been mild and fa- 
vorable and in most sections the tem- 
perature has been considerably above 
normal, 

Arrivals of foreign butter were light 
during the week, with 700 boxes of 
New Zealand received at New York.

Chicago, February 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Selling pressure 
which developed on price bulges led 
to a sag in wheat values today at 
the last.

Closing quotations for wheat were 
unsettled at the same as yesterday’s 
finish to 1-2@5-S8c lower, corn 5-8c 
to lc down, oats 3-8c off to 1-8¢ up, 
the provisions varying from a shade 


Pdecline to a rise of 20c. 


At first, wheat displayed an up- 
ward tendency with buying based both 
on the McNary-Haugen veto and on 
announcement that hereafter the gov- 
ernment’ would dispense with daily re- 
ports which have been required show- 
ing the market position of individua) 
traders in future deliveries of grain. 
Friends of higher prices contended 
that the veto was likely to have a bull- 
ish effect on European buyers who 
have been assuming that as a result 
of the McNary-Haugen legislation the 
United States would dump wheat 
abroad, whereas the veto serves no- 
tice that other conditions will govern. 

Changing of exchange rules today 
so that in future the operations of in- 
dividual traders in grain will remain 
of a private business character instead 
of being daily made known to govern- 
mont officials was also construed as 
a bullish influence. A particular con- 
sequence looked for from this change 
was such a broadening of wheat trade 
as would permit more nermal absorp- 
tion of hedges. As the day drew to 
an end, however the wheat market for 
as least the time being proved mainly 
r.sponsive to indications of slackness 
of cash demand for corn and for wheat 
as well. -Further notice was also 
being taken of persistent favorable 
conditions for the new crop of do- 
mestic winter wheat. 

Corn prices reflected knowledge that 
shipping sales of corn here were small- 
er to a material extent than during 
the two previous days. Good buy- 
ing. however, developed in oats. 

For the most part. provisions were 
steady, in line with the hog market.

Trade Opens Up. 

Since the beginning of this year 
well over $1,000,000,000 worth of new 
securities have been floated on this 
market, an amazing total. General 
spring trade is opening up in a satis- 
factory manner. This week's brokers’ 
lean statement showed. a further de- 
cline in the total being advanced by 
Wall street banks on stock exchange 
collateral, Despite this, however, there 
was a decline in call money rates to 
3 3-4 per cent. 

A week ago it was pointed out that 
this country had increased. its gold 
holdings from below $2.000,000,000 in 
1914 to over $4,500,000,000, an un- 
precedented total for any country, 
with substantial gains already made 
in 1927 and more likely to come; that 
so far this country had escaped from 
having its unprecedented gold holdings 
ttsed as a basis for inflation in the 
old-fashioned sense: that since the 
first of this year the credit created 
from. our increased gold holdings has 
been used to an aimazing extent in ab- 
sorbing the very heavy offerings of 
new securities. It was then added 
that what may happen in the. long 
run from our unprecedented gold hold- 
ings was another story. 

So far this story is being talked 
over by Wall stseet bankers only 
among themselves for there are ab- 
solutely no signs of any new develop- 
ments in the near future. Moreover, 
our international bankers. feel that 
one or more of several things may 
happen to our unprecedented gold 
holdings which are and have been at 
the bottom of advancing stock and 
bond prices and our remarkably fa- 
vorable general trade situation in re- 
cent years compared with other coun- 
tries. 


Foreign Securities. 

If we go on buying foreign securi- 
ties at the rate of the last few years 
the annual interest we receive on 
these loans will increase our gold 
holdings. Our gold holdings‘ will also 
increase if we increase our merchan- 
dise exports without corresponding! 
increases in merchandise § imports. 
Some Wall street bankers at least 
welcome the existing balance  be- 
tween merchandise exports and im-, 
ports.

exports. over imports of only $3577,- 
000,000 compared with the excess of 
$1.975.000,000 for 1921 and $2,870.-

the unprecedented increases in our 
gold holdings. 

As long as commodity prices con- 
tinue to decline and there is no coun- 
trywide increase in wages our in- 
ternational bankers are not afraid of 
old-fashioned inflation resulting from 
our unprecedented gvld holdings. 
These bankers realize, too, that the 
stock market has not been responsible 
for serious trouble experienced by 
ihis country from time to time in 
the past. Wide fluctuations in the 
stock market simply reflect condt- 
tions elsewhere in general trade or in 
the money market. 

Causes of Trouble. 

The records show that our ,periods 
of serious trouble may be traced 
back to one of two causes, money 
strain or too many new securities. 
As far ahead as can be seen the 
trend is for an abundance of easy 
‘money. But if our gold holdings go 
on increasing and we go on using 
increased credit in the flotation of 
new securities at the amazing rate of 
the first two months of this year 
and recent vears the time may come 
'when we will not be able to earn the 
‘earrving charges on ove greatly in- 
flated capital structure.

“In the face of it more than 
a dozen manufacturers liave since pro- 
duced ai different type car—the 
straight eight—developed a new 
eugineering principle. 

“And since that time the industry 
has developed nearly a score of other 
outstanding Improvements. Imagine 
any manufacturer endeavoring to mar- 
ket a quality car today that contained 
none of these contributions made dur- 
ing these last three years: 

“Four-wheel brakes; oil and air 
filters; improved ignition systems; far 
better crankshafts and ensine operat- 
ing parts ; balloon tires: better gaso- 
line nileage ; much faster accelerat- 
ing engine with longer life and far 
more power, flexibility and hill climb- 
ing ability; vastly better body con- 
struction and a process of finishing 
bodies, through the use of lacquer, that 
has completely revolutionized our pre- 
vious conception of what a motor car 
should look like. 

“It was only six years ago that 
competent, progressive engineers «ec- 
clared with all seriousness that the 
straight eight could never be produced 
in America, except in limited quanti- 
Lies. They discoursed at length in 
praising its admitted features of re-[ 
markable performance, smovothnes, 
power and inherent long life. But, 
they argued, it would always be im- 
possible to produce such a car in 
quantity.

SELLING AUTOMOBILES 
FACINATES WOMEN 


“Selling automobiles is one of the 
most fascinating careers open to wom- 
The work is interesting and in- 


upon the individual’s ability and ef- 
fort.’’ 

In these words Miss Jill Jeffreys, 
of Sidney, Australia, tells why she 
started selling motor cars two years 
ago and why she is today one of the 
leaders in this line in Australia. Her 
business and pleasure is selling Dodge 
trothers’ cars for Standardized Mo- 
tors, Ltd., Dodge Brothers dealers 
at Sydney. 

Miss Jeffreys has had many in- 
teresting experiences and her observa- 
tions are of special interest. Though 
she is brisk, young and attractive, 
she does not put much faith in per- 
sonality. “It counts,” she says, “but 
knowledge and training count as much 
or more,” 

Women are easier buyers than men, 
Miss Jeffreys has found. “They know 
what they like and what they don’t 
like, even if their reasons sometimes 
cannot be understood except by a 
woman, 

“Men are apt to regard .a_ sales- 
woman with tolerant amusement at 
first. When that attitude is broken 
down she gets the same chance as 
anyone who knows their job but in 
most cases it is easier for a man to sell 
a man,’’ 

Miss Jeffreys does not agree with 
the old idea that women do not know 
their own minds. She says: 

“Members of our sex are accused 
of being indefinite but the chief thing 
I find about them is that they are 
much more definite than men.” 

She prefers, however, to work with 
men, for in her opinion “they are more 
tolerant and just, and are less given 
to interference than are women.” 

Like everything else, the business 
of selling automobiles has some dis- 
agreeable features, Miss Jeffreys ad- 
mits, Th: first nine menths in her 
new work were spent in arduous train- 
ing. They were what she calls “dog 
days,’ but later they proved a won- 
derful foundation. 

Although Miss Jeffreys was the 
second woman to take up such work 
in Australia, in the two years which 
have elapsed since she began, a num- 
ber of women have obtained similar 
positions with various automobile 
firms. 
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PROSPERITY NOT BOOM 


Tremendous Increase in 
Wealth and Production Ef- 


ficiency Are Real Factors.

Ameri¢an busines must shake itself 


—past buying power, past standards 
of living—and base its efforts and out- 
look on those of the present day. 
The years 1925 and 1926 have not 
been “boom” years. Both are nor- 
mal for the country’s rapidly increas- 
ing population and still more rapidly 
increasing wealth. We cannot judge 
the future solely by the past, be- 


cause of the tremendous increase in 
wealth and its consequent purchasing 
power. 

There is 20 reason why business 
conditions should not carry on at the 
resent prosperous level. In harking 
me to the past we do not take into 
consideration that older, worn-out 
methods of production and sales have 
been rapidly discarded—that thé chem- 
ist and the metallurgist aad scientists 
in every line have been called into 
our industrial processes—that large- 
scale production has enabled the re- 
searchers to make better and less cost- 
ly products. 

This trend in our production proc- 
esses, while not new, has made tre- 
mendous strides in the last five years. 
As proof of this we have but to price 
the fine motor cars of today, in al- 
most every class, and compare these 
prices with those of even five years 
ago. The.significant fact is not that 
the same makes of cars are lower in 
price today but that they are im- 
measurably superior in performance, 
in comfort, quality, stamina, beauty 
and mechanical soundness, 


secause older methods of operation 
are being superseded by newer and 
more efficient methods, large produc- 
tion with consequent lower prices and 
general prosperity have inevitably re- 
sulted. 

As a result of all this there has 
been accumulated wealth in this coun- 
try that the average citizen can 
scarcely conceive. In 1922 when na- 
tional wealth was last estimated, it 
was fixed at $3853,000,000,000, ac- 
cording to the federal trade commis- 
sion, with the estimate of $550,000,- 
000,000 as of last August. 

Think of a nation, even in 1922, 
probably the wealthiest in tte world, 
in a period of but four years in- 
creasing its national wealth more 
than 55 per cent, Our national 
wealth geows at the rate of between 
$50,000,000,000 and $60,000,000,000 
per year and our national yearly in- 
come at the rate of $10,000,000,000. 

Since 1912 the per capita wealth 
has more than doubled. Other fae- 
tors that afford a glimpse of our ac- 
[cumulation of money for even the lux- 
uries of life may be gleaned from the 
increase in bank savings deposits, in 
savings accounts, in building construc- 
tion, in the purchase of homes, of 
stocks and of bonds, by not the 
wealthy alone, but the great mass of 
vur population. The wealth is not 
only enormous but widespread. ‘The 
knowledge of stocks and bonds and 
mortgages is as well understood by 
the average layman today as by the 
wealthy a few decades ago. 

This great reservoir of money will 
be for years to come a stabilizing ef- 
fect on general business—will keep it 
on a sane and prosperous level such 
as we have enjoyed for the last two 
years. IFlurries of temporary depres- 
may come but at the present 
rate the wealth of this country is in- 
creasing, we must change our perspec- 
tive to see the last two years as ordi- 
nary years and not “boom” years.

Real estate appraisals aggregating

The duel was 
fought with pistols and botb were 
wounded in the leg, MeIntosh receiv- 
ing a flesh wound and the bone wm 
Gwinnett’s leg being broken just aboze 
the knee. Gwinnett died the follow- 
ing Monday. 

The location of Gwinnett’s grave is 
unknown. His executor, Lyman Hail, 
had erected a modest stone, but even 
that has failed to mark the spot. Some 
think the grave is in Colonial ceme- 
tery, Savannah, while others advance 
the theory that it is on St. Catherine 3 
Isiand. 

Soon after Gwinnett’s death his 
daugkter, Elizabeth, was sent to 
Charleston to go to school and her 
mother moved there the following 
vear.

Mrs. W. TL. Garnet, state P.-T. A.

following article the goal for which 
she and her committee are working 
for 1928: ; 

“According to the statistics of G. 
(i. Singleton there were 900,352 boys 
and girls of the school age in Georgia 
in 1925. Of this number there were 
103.570 boys and girls in the public 
schools of the state. He also shovs 
that a small per cent of those en- 
rolled are in regular attendance, about 
iis per cent, who were actually ip 
school each day. Granting some ol 
these attended private schools, it leaves 
a Jarge number who are growing up 
in ¢rime and ignorance. 

“Wei must get every school . age 
cvuild in school. If for any reason they 
cannot attend day school, we must see 
that night classes are provided and 
give them at least an elementary edu- 
cation, 

“Onr goal for January 1, 1928, 
should be to have every child of the 
school age in Georgia in school and 
viligantly keep them there, which 
means that the illiteracy chairman of 
each P.-T. A. in the state must be 
on the job. Do not think that the 
momentum will keep the ball rolling; 
to the contrary, it will stop at every 
little obstacle, 

“Our illiteraey has reduced greatly 
since 1870, under most trving condi- 
tions and hardships, Now, with the con- 
certed cooperation of every child wel- 
fare advocate, we are going toa reduce 
illiteraec, more than evere before, Dis-

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T IS probable that as long as Auc- 
tion Bridge is played there will 
be some who disagree with opinions 
which have been 
endorsed by au- 
thorities. AS an ex- 
ample of this, there 
are some who still 
believe that it is ad- 
vantageous to bid 
short minor suits 
initially. A short 
suit is one that con- 
‘sins three cards or 
t may be set down 


less; a long suit, one that contains 
four cards or more. It may be set 


down as the soundest of all sound 
doctrine, agreed upon by all experts, 
that a short suit should never be bid 
Originally, regardless of its strength. 
Even the holding of Ace-King-Queen 
does not justify the bidding of such a 
suit. In making an initial bid of one, 
a minor is on a par with a major; 
both requiring exactly the same com- 
bination of length and strength. The 
players who bid with short minor 
holdings are still following the prac- 
tice that was necessary when Spades 
were worth but two, Clubs only four 
and Diamonds six per trick. Then 
it took six Clubs to overcall two No 
Trumps, and a minor bid was merely 
a high-card indication made for in- 
formatory purposes with full knowl- 
edge that the suit could not compete 
in the auction with No Trump, or with 
a Heart (then, as now, worth eight). 


In the isolated cases in which a Club, 
a Spade, or even a Diamond, obtain- 
ed the contract, the points gained 
were not apt to be important. Now, 
however, when Diamonds are worth 
seven, Clubs worth as much as Dia- 
monds were in the old days, and 
Spades advanced from two to nine, 
we have major and minor suits; the 
majors—Spades and Hearts—requir- 
ing only four-odd to make game from 
a love score, and the minors—Dia- 
monds and Clubs—requiring five. 
With the new values, minors are as 
forceful as the majors for pushing an 
adverse No Trump, and also as force- 
ful as a Heart for pushing a Spade. 
Furthermore, with the improvement 
in the skill of play, they frequently 
prove to be game winners themselves. 
The opportunity to_bid minors to the 
limit often drives adverse bids upon 
the rocks, and the ability fully to 
avail himself of the opportunity now 
afforded by bidding minors, is one 
of the best tests of the skill of the 
modern Declarer. 


The new honor count furnishes an 
additional incentive to bid minor 
Suits, especially with four or five hon- 
ors in one hand. Eighty, ninety or 
one hundred points more than com- 
pensate for a set of fifty points, and 
goes a long way toward compensat- 
ing for any ordinary set. Even three, 
four or five minor honors divided be- 
tween two hands are worthy of con- 
Sideration under the new _ honor 
count. 


The player whose minor suit can 
be depended upon to announce 
length, accomplishes five results, all 
of which are quite unobtainable by 
the player who may be bidding a 
short minor: 

1. He wins games with minor 
declarations which his partner would 
not dare support if in doubt as to 
the length of the suit. 

2. He pushes adverse bidders to 
contracts which they cannot fulfill. 


3. He is allowed to play declara- 
tions which produce some results in 
deals in which the adversaries would 
otherwise have gone game or netted 
a good score. 

4. He does not place his partner 
in an embarrassing position by com- 
pelling him to take out all. initial 
minor bids. 

5. When the bid is overcalled, his 
partner knows what suit to lead; this 
being especially important when the 
contract is No Trump. 


Players who bid short minors as 
No Trump invitations get their part- 
ners into all sorts of trouble in four 
ways: : 

(a) The partners will at times feel 
obliged to help the minor and, if it 
be very short, the result is disastrous. 


(b) The partners (fearing that the 
minor is short) will at times fail to 
help it when it happens to be long 
and, in consequence, valuable oppor- 
tunities are lost. 


(c) The partner may feel obliged 
to take out the minor with a weak 
hand and heavy penaties may ensue. 


(d) When the contract is obtain- 
ed by the opponent who sits over the 


minor bid, the partner may fail to lead 
the minor for fear it will establish a 
long suit for the adversaries and the 
lead may be essential. Or he may lead 
it in cases in which it is the lead most 
desired by the Declarer. » 


With any material gain in sight 
when the bid works advantageously, 
the risk might be well worth taking, 
but there is none. ,-Any hand with 
which the partner could go game with 
the assistsance of a short Ace-King 
suit plus an Ace or King on the side 
(anvthing much stronger would be an 
initial No Trump) would be bid by 
him even after an initial pass; so the 
benefit of the bid, even under the 
most propitious conditions, is *negli- 
gible. Sound bidders, sitting in a 
Third Hand position, do not pass 
hands containing six tricks merely be- 
cause the Dealer has failed to make 
an initial bid. The conclusive test of 
years has proven that the bid of a 
short minor as a No Trump invyita- 
tion is without merit. Unless the 
partner have such strength that he 
can go game and consequently would 
bid without invitation, what can be 
the advantage of inviting him to bid 
a No Trump which cannot produce 
game?

The Drake 
home was dark, but I rang the bell.

“The operator said that there was 
no answer to her ring.

This had never happened before, 
he said.

The community 
sympathized with Nesbift as the body 
was borne to a little cemetery to the 
west of. the city.

‘scene of ruin and desolation in Greenland, you 


may well ask, “How can I color this?”

Since it is a scene of ruin and desolation, color

The ruin—well, there is no chance there to 
do anything very brilliant— it is a ruin composed

AM TRYING not merely to show 

yow a few interesting monuments 

which remind us of the past glories 

of the ‘human race, but also I am 

trying to show you how universal 

this desire to perpetuate ideas and 
ideals in stone has been among all men and 
how there is not a part of the inhabitable 
globe that does not boast a few stone relics 
from bygone ages. 

Today one hardly thinks of Greenland 
as a desirable field for colonization. It is an 
island (some people call it a continent) sit- 
uated miiway between Europe and America 
and it is almost entirely covered. with 
glaciers. 

That, however, does not mean much. 
The climate of our planet is contmually 
changing and many of our deserts were 
papulous countries as late ago as the year 
1200 or 1300. 

And as for Greenland, it must have en- 
joyed a certain degree of warmth when the 
skippers from Iceland first saw it, for they 
were so struck by its green pastures that 
they called the newly-discovered territory 
Greenland to set it apart from their own 
uncomfortable home which 200 years before 
had been baptized Iceland, although it does 
not even lie in the polar circle. 

As tor the Norwegian settiements which 
were established on the western coast of this 
vast continent, we know a great deal about 


them, for they were in regular communica- 
tion with the rest of the world, and it was 
only a very short time before Columbus vis- 
ited the Shetland and Orkney islands that 
a last direct bit of news had come from the 
distant land of the north. 

Then, however, there was complete si- 
lence, and it was not until many centuries 


‘later when Greenland was discovered for 


the second time by English navigators that 
the veil of mystery was lifted. 

A great many ruins were found—ruins 
of farm houses and ruins of churches— 
ruins of stables and primitive shipyards. 
Evidently the people who had lived here 
had led a fairly pleasant and prosperous ex- 
istence. But in the end they had disap- 
peared from the face of the earth. 

How and when and why we don’t know. 
It may have been the black death in the 
mother country which cut them off from 
their base of supplies through a sudden and 
complete lack of sailors. It may have been 
a change in the climate. It may have been 
the violence of some new tribe of Eskimos 
that had crossed over from the American 
mainland. We don’t know. 

But a terrible tragedy must have taken 
place when the last survivor said his prayers 
in this shivering cold edifice and looked out 
of the window for a ship that never came.
